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Glades cities, FSCL 
oppose water rules 


A petition by the Florida Sugar Cane 
League to protest proposed rules which 
would prevent backpumping into Lake 
Okeechobee or runoff from cities has received 
the support of all three western Palm Beach 
County cities. 

The Belle Glade City Commission decided 
to support the petition during a Monday night 
workshop session and the South Bay City 
Commission: and the Pahokee City Council 
passed similar resolutions in support of the 
action Tuesday night. 

The rules being protested, according to 
information received from the League, sets 
water classifications of one, two and three for 

@ Okeechobee, various canals in the area 
and city runoff, and agricultural runoff. 

If accepted as law, the rules would prohibit 
the flow of water of one classification into 


' water of a lower classification (the lower the 


classification, the better the water). 

The way the rules are interpreted by 
League and city officials, there would be no 
backpumping from south of the big lake into 
the lake itself, no drainage permitted from 
area cities into the canals and no drainage 
permitted from agricultural fields into the 
canals. 

"The way I understand it," South Bay 
Mayor Don Tanner said, ‘‘if we have a flood 
in South Bay, that's just tough. We'd better 
not let any of it go into the canals.” 

He said the way the rules are written, they 
would doom any crops planted in fields which 
might be flooded by a storm because the 
farmers would have no where to pump the 
water.

Broward County Sheriff's Office in 
1945, where he was chief 
criminal investigator from 1950 
through 1956 and set up the first 
Criminal Division in the county. 

In early 1955, he was voted as 
one of the two most outstandin 
law enforcement officers in the 
State in a contest held by the 
Florida Peace Officers Associa- 
tion. 

On. Dec. 10 of the same year, 
500 citizeris of Broward County 
declared Claude Tindall Day and 
he _ was presented a Colt 
Peacemaker revolver by the late 
Sheriff Amos H. Hall for 
outstanding service. 

Tindall served as deputy sheriff 
in Oseeola County whore he eat 


up. the Criminal Division and 
Records Section, was cited in 
1959 for outstanding service in 
law enforcement by.the Kissim- 
mee Junior Chamber of Commerce. 
and cited again for outstanding 
service in law enforcement by the 

t. Cloud News, St. Cloud

In 1961, he began serving as a 
deputy sheriff in Polk County, 
where he was cited for 
outstanding service in law 
enforcement by radio "station 
WONN in Lakeland.

Walsh said the petition, which is also being 
circulated to the cities of Clewiston and 
Moore Haven, as well as all other interested 
parties in the area, will be sent to the 
Environmental Regulation Commission, now 
holding hearings on the proposed rules. 


Walsh said one extreme example of those 
rules is that the Kissimmee River is Class 
Three water while Lake Okeechobee is Class 
One. ''Now, how are they going to keep the 
Kissimmee River from emptying into the 
lake?" he questioned. 

The resolutions approved by the three city 
commissions calls attention to the limitations 
on drainage the rules would cause and point 
that the rules would “jeopardize employment 
of citizens" of the communities, and the 
communities' economies. 

The petition asks that all waters in the 
Everglades Agricultural Area (virtually all 
lands south of Lake Okeechobee in West 
Palm Beach and Hendry Counties) be 
classified as Agricultural Waters to allow 
drainage of excess rain water together with 
specific water quality criteria which will 
preserve current drainage uses of the 
waterways. 

Walsh said the League is also attempting 
to get part of Lake Okeechobee classified as 
Agricultural Waters and added there are 
already precedentS in the state with the 
Peace, Kissimmee and Indian Rivers being 
divided into two or more classifications. 

Walsh said the Peace River is divided down 
the middle, with the water along one bank 
being one classification and the water on the 
other bank classified differently.

In a news release this week, Mr. 
Kelley said women have made 

` vast steps in social and economic 
equality over the past decade and

Women, he said, have increased 
their criminal activities bv 102 
percent overall and by 465 percent 
for. "minor" offenses such as petit 
larceny. 

"There is ample evidence 
indicating that women are not 
only becoming more frequently 
involved in crime, but they are 
participating increasingly in 
crimes of a more serious nature." 

In growing numbers, he said, 

* women are committing murder, 
robbery, aggravated ^ assault, 
motor vehicle theft, and just plain 
theft. It has reached the point 
now, says Kelley, that women are 
surpassing men in the rate of 
increase for almost every major 
crime.

While people in the Glades have known all along there was 
more than a little fraud involved in the disaster relief program 
following the freeze in January, it wasn’t until last Friday that 
the extent was made public. 

In a five-week investigation just completed by Palm Beach 
County State’s Attorney David Bludworth’s office in 
conjunction with the -Sheriff's Office and other law 
enforcement agencies in the county, it was estimated that 
somewhere between 60 and 70 percent of the $37 million was 
fraudulently received. 

And officers making the investigation found food stamps

Due to retire in a few months from his job as head of the 
Glades detachment of the Palm Beach County Sheriff's Office, 
Captain Tindall has provided 11 years of top notch service to 
the Glades and his contributions to lgw enforcement in the 
area are manifold. T i 

An estimate of Tindall’s-caliber Jof law enforcement is 
evident when one glances over hi$ past accomplishments; 
beginning his career in 1936 and being named one of two most 
outstanding officers in the state in 1955, and being cited for 
outstanding law enforcement services in at least four different 
communities and earning the Governor's Medal in 1968. 

As noted in the Liberty Bell citation, Tindall has probably 
investigated more cattle rustling cases than any other lawman 
in the state and has never lost one of those casés in court. 

Tindall's education in law enforcement began carly from his 
father, Young Tindall, a former sheriff of Osceola & "unty who 
was in law enforcement for 44 years. 

And along with his law enforcement career, Captain Tindall 
Still managed to find time to work in the cattle industry 
throughout the 1930's until 1949, manage several ranches, 
raise a herd of his own cattle, ride saddle broncs in rodeos for 
25 years and build and produce the Davie Rodeo. 

Another indication of Tindall's effectiveness is that during 
the general election campaign last year both candidates 
declared early their full intention of keeping him at his post as 
long as he cares to serve. 

He'll be missed when he does retire büt the Liberty Bell 
couldn't go to a finer candidate.

can buy literally anything. Bludworth had on display beer, 
liquor, wine, marijuana, girly books and even money the 
agents had purchased. 

Bludworth ‘was only half joking when he said he had 
intended to have a prostitute jump from a beer can as more 
evidence. 

One agent even said he could have bought a car with the 
food stamps. 

It was made clear too that the fraud didn't start with the 
disaster program: It's been going on for some time and it's 
highly organized in-the county, with a well structured black 
market ready to handle the flow of the stamps. 

The pity of the investigation is that Bludworth said neither 
his nor Sheriff Wille's offices can afford to continue the 
investigation, which should have been done by federal and 
state authorities, anyway. 

And even now, the federal prosecutor may not do anything 
about the stores that agents. have proven are disregarding the 
rules for redeeming food stamps because of a silly rule 
requiring at least three illegal purchases be made before legal 
action is taken. 

The cry, of course, one always hears when questions are 
asked about welfare fraud is that there isn't enough money to 
adequately enforce the laws and there isn't that much fraud, 
anyway. 

Bludworth's investigation proved the lie to the latter 
Statement and if there aren't enough funds to enforce the 
laws, maybe money could be taken from the $37 million. 

If we can't afford to enforce the laws, we certainly can't 
afford to throw millions of dollars away on another ‘‘disaster’’ 
program when the biggest disaster is a lack of labor to get the 
agricultural job done. 

And that's what's happening when farmers have to give 
their workers time off from the fields to go collect 
unemployment pay. 


Outlaws 


- There is a growing disagreement between commercial and 
sportsfishing interests on Lake Okeechobee and unless some 
of the problems now surfacing aren't solved, the death of the 
lake Okeechobee Fisheries Utilization Program could be the 
result. 

Since the beginning, and even before, we have supported 
this program and its primary goal...the removal of excess fish 
from the lake. We believed it to be a sound concept for the 
management of this valuable resource. 

We still believe in it, but are noting the increasing number 
of voices that are being raised.to end the program. 

Commercial fishing in Lake Okeechobee has had two very 
beneficial results. Fish are being removed from the lake and 
biologists say this will result in improved sportsfishing. The 
other benefit is economic and a great deal of revenue, which is 
beneficial to the entire area, is being obtained. 

The principal problems, as we see them, deal with trapping 
and trawling as commercial fishing methods. Seiring has not 
been a problem, perhaps because of the large investment that 
is necessary for a seining operation to begin. 

In trawling and trapping, however, the investment is much 
less and some of those engaged in these operations aren't 
paying as much attention to rules and regulations as they 
should. ` 

Thése people -are not only hurting themselves, they are 
hurting everyone connected with the industry. Each new 
violation of the rules of the program causes people to turn 
against it. If the violations continue, there is a possibility 
public pressure will end the program...just as public pressure 
ended commercial seining, trapping, and trawling on the lake 
in the late 1940's. eos 

For their;own good, -commercial fishermen must obey the 
laws that are now on the books. Likewise, the Florida 
Freshwater Fish and Game Commission should do everything 
in its power to halt illegal activities: — -

Bludworth said other items which couldn't 
be displayed would haye included a 
prostitute, trips and even cars. 

He said there is a well-organized black 
market in Palm Beach County in which a 
recipient may recieve, for instance, $200 
worth of food stamps, sell them to a 
middleman for $100, who would then sell 
them to a merchant qualified to redeem 
them, who would then redeem them for 
the full $200. 

‘Everybody makes money,” Bludworth 
said, ‘‘except the taxpayer. We lose.” 

Bludworth's chief investigator, Ralph 
Wilds, when asked what the stamps could 
be used to purchase, besides what was 
displayed, gave the one word reply, 
“anything.” 


Detective David Chastain of the Sher- 
iff's Office, who was involved in the five- 
week investigation, said food stamps are, 
"better than money. We couldn't use 
money to buy drugs in some cases but we 
could use food stamps.” 

Bludworth said the food stamp investi- 
gation resulted in the 15 misdemeanor 
and 19 felony arrests already made with 
16 misdemeanor and three more felony 
‘arrests still to be made. 

He said his office is also turning over to 
federal authorities a list of 20 stores, 
mostly in the Belle Glade and Delray 
areas, where agents made ‘illegal buys. 

He said he intends to ask the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture to revoke the 
merchants” right to redeem food stamps 
atleast. Any further prosecution would be 
up to the USDA, he said. i 

Wilds said a total of ‘‘about 30’’ stores 
were checked by agents but noted some 
merchants would probably receive letters 
of congratulations and commendation for 
their refusal to sell items food stamps 
aren't supposed to buy. 

He said ''only three or four of the 
stores’’ were in the Belle Glade area but 
added the list could have been lengthened 
corisiderably if there had been more time 
or-manpower. 

‘‘We hit on just about every check out 
there,’’ he said, ‘‘but we didn't have the 
manpower to really get into it.’’ 

In the other part of the two-pronged 
investigation, Bludworth announced a 

ital of 34 people receiving DUA cheeks at 

"the Belle Gláde Armory were arrested for 
fraudulently certifying they were quali- 
fied. 

He hastened to point out, however, that 
the blame shouldn’t be placed at the feet 
of the local administrators but to federal 
government supervisors of the program. 

“There were times," Bludworth said, 
“when a local clerk wanted to check out 
an applicant and he was ordered not to do 
it by the federal people. There were even 
times when they knew an applicant wasn't 
out of work and he was told to award the 
‘moriey anyway, ‘because this is a 
disaster.’ '' 

‘A state Department of Health and, 
Rehabilitative Services (HRS) memo on 
Feb. 15 reiterated directives that case- 
workers must verify an applicant's 
residency, unemployment, income and 
resources if there were any questions 
about an applicant for food stamps. 

But Bludworth said between 60 and 70 
percent of the DUA applicants were never 
verified and cited a report by HRS 
Division of Public Assistance Fraud Billy

S. Davis reported a random sampling of 
167 food stamp recipients resulted in 
findings that 69 met the standards, 17 
couldn’t be verified and 81, or 48.5 
percent, didn’t meet the criteria set up by 
the state. 

"In many cases," Bludworth said, 
“DUA administrators were embarrassed. 
They tried to check applicants and were 
Stopped. This contributed to the word 
going out on the streets that free money 
was to be had, and that's exact. nhat it 
was. 

“We had a disrup. |i of our « TS 
he noted, “and there wasnt oven a 
disaster. People were collecting. food 
stamps and DUA while farmers couldn't 
get work to harvest their crops.'' He said 
the disaster programs aggravated prob- 
lems brought on by the severe weather 
instead of helping things. 

He said another problem is that there is 
no statewide breakdown on who is 
receiving aid and a person could 
theoretically recieve aid from all 67 
counties. 

He also commented there was evidence 
during the investigation that the food 
stamp fraud has been going on long 
before the January freeze. 

Bludworth said he is going to prosecute 
and recommend jail time for the persons 
arrested in the investigation, including 
several arrests made on other charges, 
such as dealing in drugs, but added he 
feels it is the responsibility of other 
agencies to carry on the investigation. 

He said He is recommending several 
Steps to ensure the situation doesn't arise 
again, including: 

* Before a disaster is declared, it 
should be made certain ongoing programs 
can't handle the problem. ‘‘Food stamps 
are to buy food," he said, ''and there 
were no hungry people in Palm Beach 
County.” 

* A computerized cross-check system 
Should be instituted at the state level 
listing recipients by name, social security 
number and address. 

* Applications for welfare aid and food 
stamps should be notarized. He said this 
would facilitate prosecution of people who 
knowingly attempt to defraud the govern- 
ment. z 

* Birth certificates and other docu- 
ments should be.made available by the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics to workers in the 
field who must certify qualifications of 
recipients. 

* More stringent guidelines than ''a 
loss of income'' should be drawn up and 
enforced. 

* Checks and food stamps shouldn't be 
mailed as federal officials offered to do in 
Some cases. ` 


Bludworth said the investigation re- 
covered $7,551 in. DUA checks and food 
stamps, which he intends to turn over to a 
special fund to help investigate fraud. He 
said he would also like to see a local fraud 
investigation unit set up. 

He said he is one of five state's 
attorneys in the nation organized ^to a 
committee to investigate fraud in Medi- 
caid and commented he feels both the 
administration and enforcement of wel- 
fare and social programs are best handled 
at the local level, that the failure of the 
disaster program is proof.

Chairman Bill Bailey commented 
the document "looks far better" 
than the original version. 

The proposed contract would pro- 
vide for the construction, oper- 
ation and maintenance of a solid 


waste dis system in the 
Glades Esa of an incinerator, a 
sanitary landfill and a mulching 
operation.

Building priorities set 


BELLE GLADE-The City Com- 
mission directed architect Chester 
Cone to. give top priority to the 
completion of the new city hall 
and fire station but to also go 
ahead with plans for a new 
Chamber of Commerce Building 
and remodeling of the municipal 
library 

The commission, meeting in a 
workshop, also . delivered a 
three-totwo opinion that there 
should be no driveways entering 
or exiting the governmental 
complex from Southwest Avenue 
E or South Main Street except for 
one entrance at the library” 

That entrance was decided on 
Friday when two Department of 
Transportation officials contacted 
Mayor Ralph Kirk at 8:30 a.m. and 
said they had to know “right now” 
whether the city wanted to 
maintain the entrance at the 
library off South Main. 

Commissioner Tom Altman 
deplored the fact the commission 
bad had months to .discuss. the 
issue and make a. decision but it 
came.down to a quick on-the-spot 
decision by one member of the 
commission. : 

"You did the only thing you 
could at the time," Altman told 
Kirk, "and I'm not arguing with 
the decision, but I think. we should 
haye been given more time to talk 
things over as a commission." 

Kirk said he was given short 
notice to decide the question and 
before noon of the same day, the 
curbing had been poured. 

Concerning the Chamber _ of 
Commerce Building, Cone asked 
for directions on whether. the 
commission still wants to build it 
in the corner of McDonald Park 
bordered by Main Street and 
Avenue. E and whether the 
commissioners wanted an en- 
trance off Avenue E. . 

The original plans called for a 
semicircular drive with exits on 
Main and E but that plan was 
rejected by DOT engineers, who 
said it was too close to the 
intersection. 


Commissioner William Grear 


said he is opposed to. any 
entrances or exits on Main or 
Avenue E because of the heavy 
traffic flow and Altman agreed 
with him, also pointing ont the 
desirability of maintaining _a 
unitized conception to the entire 
complex. . 

Cone said he could. make any 
arrangements the commission 
wants. but he needs direction on 
what is wanted.
